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Hardly since the memorable 
THE CHRISTMAS PEACE Christmas of 1918 have men 

come to the great feast with 
their hearts and minds more definitely set upon it as the Day 
of Peace than in this year. Eleven years ago the hearts of 
men were aflame with hope. Then came the terrible years 
of disillusionment. Gross nationalism, selfish indifference, 
clashing ambitions took the center of the world stage. It be- 
came hard to hope and harder to have faith. 

But God was working, as He always does, in the hearts of 
men; and gradually a new world has come to take shape 
before our eyes. The League of Nations celebrates in January 
the tenth anniversary of the beginning of its work. It is no 
longer a dream of idealists but a hard and potent fact in the 
everyday life of nations. The World Court, the Washington 
Conference, the Locarno Treaties, the Kellogg Treaties, and 
now the coming London Conference with the kindred pur- 
pose and the common devotion to peace of American Presi- 
dent and British Prime Minister behind it—these things have 
changed the face of the world. Men are thinking of peace 
with real hope; they are working for it with real faith. 
Everywhere as they come to the Christmas season and hear 
the familiar heavenly words they will think of them as 
words with meaning, a prophecy which after all may be 
fulfilled. 

But an achievement like world 
THE ROOT OF PEACE peace does not just happen. It 

must be won. The coming of 
Christ is not the promise of a peace which drops upon us 
from heaven. It is rather the promise of an opportunity, of 
a means, of a power for the achievement of peace. The 
angels’ song is usually given us as “Peace on earth; good 
will toward men,” but if you turn to the later translation of 
the New Testament you will find that it is just a little un- 
certain as to how these words should be rendered. One of 
the likely renderings gives us: “Peace on earth; among men 
good will.” Whatever is textually correct, that is a very help- 
ful way of putting it; for it makes clear to us the real root 
of peace. That lies in the good will of men. Peace is not 
Christ’s peace that is imposed from without. Nor among 
men can any peace last which does not spring from the heart 
and will. The League of Nations wielding the sword is 


nothing compared with the League of Nations focusing the 
will to peace of the world. The state, enforcing order in in- 
dustrial struggles and even by pressure compelling arbitra- 
tion for a settlement, can bring no such peace as that which 
is wrought out by the conference of men of goodwill. The 
Church, torn by conflicting ideals, has tried again and again 
to bring peace by force. Inquisition, heresy trial, strict dis- 
cipline, ‘subscription to doctrinal standards, rigid enforce- 
ment of law, one knows the weary catalogue and one knows 
how hopeless it has been. For it is not Christ’s kind of peace. 
He knew the heart of men; and, knowing it, he preached to 
them the loftiest idealism the world has ever dreamed. He 


told men to believe in goodwill, to trust to love. He tried to ° 


have them see that no life worth having nor any stable so- 
ciety could be built on anything else. The peace for the 
world, peace of nations, peace of classes, peace of neighbors 
must grow from the goodwill of men. Much else—laws, insti- 
tutions, traditions—may help but it is the men of goodwill 
who will enable the Lord Christ to make real the angels’ 
song. So when we come to Christmas let us put aside our 
mere sentimental thought of the loveliness of peace, our 
twenty-four-hour basking in the sunshine of an angelic 
dream. Let us stir our hearts, stiffen our purposes, deepen 
our devotion, range ourselves with the men of goodwill 
through whom the Christmas peace must win the world. 


And that means that each one 
THE SOUL’S CHRISTMAS of us must find first of all a real 

Christmas peace in his own 
soul. The goodwill which flows out in power springs from 
a soul which has turned to God and found peace in Him. 
Angel songs mean nothing unless they can be translated into 
human lives. The birth of the Christ Child in Bethlehem 
counts for the world only as he is reborn in the hearts of 
men. The Incarnation does not achieve its purpose until it is 
universal. 

Thus, again, as we approach Christmas we need to turn to 
God, seeking that ultimate peace of soul which comes 
through adjustment of our lives to His life. Forgiveness of 
sins, the getting of the various issues and needs of the world 
into right proportions and perspectives, the untangling of 
the eternal and essential from the temporal and accidental, 
courage to face circumstances, faith and hope and love—all 
those things which we can find only in God—they make the 
peace of God in the soul. They make the Christmas peace a 
real thing for us. And only as it becomes real for us and 
others can it become real for the world and Christ, the 
Prince of Peace, rule mankind.—E. L. P. 


Changing Ideals—Thoughts for the New Year

If one may venture briefly to state the ruling tendencies 
of religious experience today it would be after this manner: 


1. A new realism of faith, a reverent and fearless demand 
for reality, at once urgent and austere and impartial, the de- 
sire to found faith upon fact, on the ground that it is the 
truth alone that can set us free from error and illusion. No 
institution, no document, no dogma is exempt from its 
scrutiny. 

2. A desire to live spiritually and think scientifically, 
uniting the old values of the spirit with the new vision of 
the world and its laws, which means that the spirit of sci- 
ence is itself religious in its veracity, its humility and its 
single-hearted devotion to the truth. 


3. A deepening sense of religion as social obligation as 
well as individual redemption. A new personality is not 
enough; the group and corporate life of mankind must be 
touched and transfigured by spiritual idealism. Personality 
itself, far more than we have hitherto realized, is a social 
creation. 


4. A passionate longing for Christian unity, in face of the 
bankruptcy of sectarianism and the need of a united church 
if we hope to have a united world. 


5. A re-appraisal of religious experience, its verity, its 
value, its varieties, the better to know its uses and enrich- 
ment, the result being a better method of religious education. 

6. A rediscovery of the inner life and a revival of the 


mystical element in religion, the neglect of which has created 
sO many new cults.

Bishop Parsons Honored—Tenth Anniversary 
of Consecration 


The tenth anniversary of the consecration of Bishop 
Parsons was celebrated on November 5 in a happy and im- 
pressive manner. The celebration commenced with the Com- 
munion service in Grace Cathedral at 11:00 o'clock, fol- 
lowed by an informal reception in honor of the Bishop and 
Mrs. Parsons at the Divinity School. 

In the evening a churchmen’s dinner was tendered the 
Bishop at the Bellevue Hotel, attended by the clergy and 
a large number of laymen of the Diocese. Another dinner, 
attended by the wives of the clergy, was held at the same 
time in another dining room of the hotel. 

Archdeacon Porter acted as toastmaster in a happy and 
gracious .manner and introduced the speakers of the eve- 
ning. The Rev. Dr. W. A. Brewer was called upon, as the 
senior priest in active service in the Diocese, to tender a 
message of welcome to the Bishop upon the occasion. Dr. 
Brewer's address was as follows: 

“Reverend Father in God: I count it a great privilege to 
welcome you here tonight and to extend to you on behalf of 
the clergy of this Diocese our congratulations upon the com- 
pletion of the first decade of your episcopate. These ten 
years have passed very swiftly, so swiftly that those who 
have kept close to the work hardly realize the changes that 
have occurred, the advances that have been made. At the end 
of these years we find our Diocese stronger in the person- 
nel of its clergy, stronger in the devotion and vigor and 
initiative of its laity, wonderfully alert in the enthusiasm 
and the good works of its women, more generous, more 
open-handed in its contributions toward the support of the 
Church at home and abroad. 

“We come to you today a united Diocese—united in its 
love, its devotion, its loyalty to you as our chief pastor, and 
we thank God for all these things. We realize, too, that your 
leadership is bound up with the advance that has been made 
in the building of our cathedral and in development of the 
plans for strengthening of the Divinity School of the Pacific, 
a school of the prophets for this great western Province. 

“We count it, too, a matter of pride that the influence of 
your high calling has extended beyond the limits of our west- 
ern station—that your voice is heard effectively in the coun- 
cils of the national Church and in pulpits across the sea; 
that as a member of the Commission on Prayer Book Revi- 
sion your sympathy and courtesy in debate and your unques- 
tioned scholarship had no small share in returning to us our 
priceless treasury of devotion, more precious if that can be 
—a living inspiration for generations to come. And we thank 
God for your leadership in the great cause of Christian 
unity and of world peace. ~ 

“We recall with profound gratitude the great traditions 
of this Diocese and the memory of Bishop Kip and Bishop 
Nichols, under the latter of whom you served. We trust that 
many years of usefulness and happiness are in store for you 
here beside the Golden Gate; for you and for Mrs. Parsons, 
whose presence here tonight is a joy to us all. And we pray 
that God’s blessing may rest upon you both and upon your 
children.” 

Mr. Fred Foster was called upon, in behalf of the laymen 
of the Diocese, to voice their message of welcome. Mr. 
loster began with an historic allusion to the identity of the 
date with the celebration of Guy Fawkes Day in England, re- 
ferring to the day as a “red letter day”’—which set some 
wondering if that is why spiritual dynamite prompts certain 
laymen to “see red.” ‘Continuing, Mr. Foster paid a sin- 
cere tribute to the “patience, wisdom, forbearance and 
vision” manifested in the Bishop’s administration of the 
Diocese and made a strong appeal to the laymen to support 
the leadership of the Bishop and the clergy in promoting 
ci program, both at home and in the missionary 
field. 

Mayor James Rolph, Jr. was next cal'ed upon, as a 
churchman and as mayor of the city of San Francisco. The 
mayor spoke in a vein of good humor and happy reflections 
and closed with a warm and generous tribute to the Episco- 
pal Church and to Bishop Parsons. The personal rem- 
iniscences of the mayor’s life in the Church presented in 
living, personal terms the great problem of the Church in a 
changing social, political and industrial order. It set many 
thinking seriously. Speaking as mayor, Mr. Rolph paid a 
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large tribute to the Episcopal Church, “which never med- 
dies with political matters and is not going off half-cocked, 
half the time not knowing what it is talking about.” The 
mayor closed with a tribute to Bishop Parsons as a spiritual 
and moral leader whose influence was deeply felt through- 
out the entire city and State. 


The Archdeacon next read congratulatory telegrams from 
Secretary Wilbur, Governor Young, President Campbell, 
President Angell of Yale, Bishop Freeman, Bishop Leonard, 
Bishop Burleson, Bishop Johnson, Bishop Darst, Frederic C. 
Morehouse, editor of The Living Church, and Guy Emery 
Shipler, editor of The Churchman. Mr. Shipler’s message 
was original and virile: “Tell Bishop Parsons his New York 
boss (the Bishop is one of the board of directors of The 
Churchman) is throwing up hat with loud cheers for the 
Church’s finest, most exhiliarating Bishop. Tell him all in- 
tellectual easterners understand that he who has so gal- 
lantly resisted spiritual and mental solidification is sufficient 
reason for California’s boosting spirit. Love from entire 
Churchman staff.” 

Mr. Charles W. Eichbaum, as president of the Church- 
men’s Round Table, read a message of congratulations from 
that body. The Archdeacon then presented an envelope con- 
taining a message from some of the friends of the Bishop. 

The bishops of all of the dioceses in the State of Califor- 
nia were present. Bishop Stevens was the next speaker. The 
Bishop presented a message of hearty congratulations from 
the clergy of the Diocese of Los Angeles, as adopted at their 
recent conference at Mt. Lowe. Bishop Stevens began by 
saying that he was “boosting the value of tenth anniver- 
saries,” since he would soon be entitled to one himself. 
After some more remarks in a light vein, the Bishop gave 
a serious and deep tribute to the character and work of 
Bishop Parsons. Said Bishop-Stevens: “Bishop Parsons is so 
intensely alive! We value his fine friendship, his courageous 
leadership and because of the wide sympathies he shows for 
those things that are highest and best. We value him espe- 
cially for two things—for his fine, social sympathies, as a 
man who looks upon the whole people of the Pacific Coast 
and of the whole nation as a part of God’s great family in 
the best sense .We value him because of his fine mind and 
his progressive spirit. His mind is always open to the truth, 
from whatever direction or source. He always looks forward 
to the larger and newer truths. Like President Eliot of Har- 
vard he is always asking questions and always gets his in- 
formation tactfully and successfully.” 

Bishop Stevens then expressed his appreciation of the 
celebration being tied up with the promotion of the Church’s 
program and thus having a fuller and larger meaning as a 
part of the whole work of the Church as Christ's body. 

Bishop Moreland followed with an address fluent as a 
rippling stream, sparkling with wit and weighted with 
words of wisdom. Bishop Moreland gave a warm tribute of 
regard for the mother Diocese of California. He noted the 
evidence of a live and growing Church—“in the work of the 
clergy of the Diocese; the cathedral, with its gracious dean 
whom people look up to and love: and the Archdeacon, 
with his wonderful powers of leadership.” Bishop Moreland 
paid a warm and tender tribute to the memory of Bishop 
Kip and Bishop Nichols, under whose spiritual guidance the 
Diocese had its early development, and closed with a per- 
sonal tribute to the fine powers and leadership of Bishop 
Parsons. Said the Bishop: “We look up to Bishop Parsons 
as a courageous leader, ready to go forward in every pro- 
gressive enterprise. He is one that persuades us by the 
power of manifest truth rather than by coercion and com- 
pulsion. He is a leader of wide vision in the promotion of 
Church unity and we look forward to the next Lambeth 
Conference with great expectations. His is the sweetness of 
disposition and gentle courtesy which are characteristics of 
the fine American and the true Christian. His fine, penetrat- 
ing mind and keen insight into the problems of social 
righteousness stirs us with great visions and makes our 
hearts burn with a desire to take risks for the sake of the 
Kingdom of God.” 

Bishop Sanford followed with an address which revealed 
® tender affection and high admiration for Bishop Parsons. 
Bishop Sanford recounted many personal reminiscences re- 
plete with humor and meaning, telling how Bishop Parsons 
came to the Diocese as a young man and contributed so sub- 
stantially to the spiritual and material welfare of the Dio- 


cese. He told, in a humorous way, how he used to enjoy 
shining in the reflected glory of Bishop Parsons’ many 
notable achievements, through his likeness to the Bishop 
which caused him to be taken so often for Bishop Parsons. 

Bishop Sanford then paid a warm and sincere tribute to 
the work and character of Bishop Parsons. “I want to 
emphasize especially two qualities which are characteristic 
of Bishop Parsons .First, his absolute independence of mind. 
I don’t know what his ideas would do to the city of San 
Francisco if they were let loose. His ideas are not dictated 
to him by anyone. He is guided only by his intellect and his 
conscience. On the other hand, he has never interfered 
with the freedom of any clergyman or layman of the Dio- 
cese. He has always accorded to others the same right to 
independence of thought and speech. His mind is never a 
mental chameleon. He does not take his thoughts second- 
hand and he has the courage to think and speak for him- 
self. Secondly, I would emphasize Bishop Parsons’ spiritual 
vision. He is not dominated by a desire for temporary and 
material success. Nothing is nearer or dearer to his heart 
than the spiritual progress of the Kingdom of God. He is 
not afraid of making bold adventures for the sake of the 
Kingdom of God.” 


Bishop Sanford closed with a message of affection and 


congratulation from the Province of the Pacific, of which 
he is president. 


In responding to the many messages of goodwill and con- 
gratulations, Bishop Parsons was evidently embarrassed and 
got his similies somewhat mixed by saying that he “felt 
buried under a snowstorm which begins with beautiful, soft, 
light snowflakes and ends by completely burying one.” But 
the warmth of the welcome soon melted the snowstorm. 
“The weight of the many telegrams and messages is too 
heavy for one person to carry,” said the Bishop. He then 
said a word of appreciation of many remembrances which 
had been sent to his home, especially a Chinese tea set 
which was sent by the Chinese missions. 


Bishop Parsons continued with a heart-felt expression of 
the deeper satisfactions of life which he had experienced 
during the ten years of his episcopacy—how closely he had 
come to the lives of the clergy and the laity in working out 
many problems—personal, parochial and diocesan. 

The Bishop then reviewed briefly the evidences of prog- 
ress in the work of the Church in the Diocese during the 
past ten years. He spoke with deep and tender regard of the 
great power in the life and work of Bishop Nichols. The 
Bishop voiced a generous word of appreciation of the spirit 
of unity and loyalty of the clergy and laity of the Diocese 
in their ready co-operation in the forward work in the Dio- 
cese and closed with an earnest call to united work and 
prayer for the continued progress of the Diocese in promot- 
ing the extension of the Kingdom of God. 

Interspersed with the addresses were musical selections 
rendered by representatives of the choirs of St. Luke’s 
Church and Grace Cathedral. 

A happy addition to the occasion was the extension of 
good wishes to Mrs. Gresham, whose birthday fell upon the 
anniversary of the Bishop’s consecration. 

The celebration closed with the benediction and the sing- 
ing of the Doxology.

Gold was discovered in California in 1849 but the minds 
of the pioneers were concerned with matters spiritual as 
well as material, for in November of that year Trinity 
Church was founded in San Francisco. To celebrate the 
eightieth anniversary of this founding the clergy, members 
and guests of Trinity to the number of about two hundred 
gathered at a dinner in the parish rooms of the church on 
Friday evening, November 15. 


The rector, Rev. Dr. C. P. Deems, presided and made a 
brief address telling of appreciation of the presence of the 
guests and of the many congratulatory telegrams from those 
unable to be present and from distinguished churchmen and 
ecclesiastical organizations throughout the Diocese. Chief 
among these were the following: 

“Rectors, Wardens and Vestry of Trinity Church: The 
congregation of Grace Cathedral through its governing body 
in meeting assembled cordially extends to Trinity Parish its 
heartiest felicitations upon the eightieth anniversary of an 
existence devoted to the glory of God and the spiritual uplift 
of the peoples of our great city, San Francisco. Signed— 
Dean J. Wilmer Gresham, D. D.; Hon. John E. Richards, 
Hon. George E. Crothers, Messrs. Elliott Smith, W. W. Jones, 
R. G. Hall and Frederic M. Lee.” 

“S. L. Abbot and Harry Babcock: Your confreres of the 
Diocesan Corporation rejoice with you in your high places 
as wardens of Trinity Church that your beloved parish has 
to its credit four-fifths of a century of notable achievement 
in the advancement of the religious and spiritual life of the 
Diocese. Please extend to your rector and congregation our 
warmest congratulations. Signed—L. F. Monteagle, presi- 
dent; C. H. Kroll, vice-president; Willaim H. Crocker, A. J. 
Dibblee, B. H. Dibblee, George A. Pope, F. M. Lee.” 

Bishop Parsons, who was in the East, sent a message of 
regret and heartiest congratulations. 

Dr. Deems read also a heartening list of birthday gifts, 
among which was the promise of a complete set of new 
prayer books and hymnals from the Women’s Guild of Trin- 
ity. The funds for this were obtained at the all-day bazaar 
under the direction of Miss Sara Collier, which preceded the 
dinner. 

Speeches were made by Dean Gresham and the following 
clergymen who were at one time connected with the parish: 
The Rev. H. H. Powell, the Rev. Harvey Hanson, the Rev. 
Ernest Bradley and Father Walter Clark. 

Greetings were extended by the following former mem- 
bers of Trinity Parish, who are now living elsewhere but 
returned for the occasion: Mrs. James Coffin, Mrs. Carter 
Pomeroy, Mrs. Edward Griffith, Mrs. Williams, Mrs. B. T. 
Brodie, Mrs .Guy Manning and others once prominent in the 
life of Trinity. 

Mrs. Millie Flynn Gish, for many years leading soprano in 
the choir, was present and sang a solo part in one of the old 
songs reminiscent of the early days of Trinity, in which all 
present joined heartily. 

The dinner was served under the diretion of Mrs. Du Val

the weekend nearest the Patronal Festival (November 20) 
and preached at both services, talked to the children of the 
Church School, to the members of the Young People’s Fel- 
lowship, conferred with the vestry and addressed the annual 
parish dinner.

As 
you enter you are conscious of an atmosphere of love that 
pervades the household. The vicar and his wife have one 
lovely little daughter, Ann. In adidtion, Mr. Oberholtzer’s 
mother lives with them and every member of the family 
makes a real contribution to the life of the Church. 


The Archdeacon recently spent three delightful days with 
the Rev. Charles L. Thackeray of Paso Robles. Visits were 
made to Annette, Atascadero, Templeton, Parkfield and Paso 
Robles. At Annette, forty miles east of Paso Robles, we have 
a small community of about thirty-five people whose liveli- 
hood comes from grain and cattle raising. Our Church is 
the only religious organization at work and the people are 
deeply appreciative of the labors of Mr. Thackeray, who 
gives himself unstintingly to their welfare. We have a Sun- 
day School of twenty-five children, under the efficient lead- 
ership of Mrs. Grace Still Whallin, formerly a communicant 
of Trinity, San Jose. At Atascadero we have been offered 
almost an acre of land in a strategic location, one block 


from the main highway and not far from the Union High 
School. In addition, we have been promised $1000 toward 
erection of a church building. Atascadero is beautifully lo- 
cated and after many hardships is gradually coming into its 
own. It has a number of fine stores, a good hotel, a high- 
class boys’ school and a progressive set of business men. 
Fruit and chicken raising are the principal means of sup- 
port, although most of the people seem to have some private 
means.

the weekend nearest the Patronal Festival (November 20) 
and preached at both services, talked to the children of the 
Church School, to the members of the Young People’s Fel- 
lowship, conferred with the vestry and addressed the annual 
parish dinner. The Church School has an enrollment of 125, 
with the promise of 150 by Christmas. The Young People’s 
Fellowship has an active, enthusiastic membership of about 
25. The congregations are good, especially at the popular 
evening service which seems to draw twice as Many as in 
the morning. At the annual parish dinner, served at the sur- 
prisingly low price of 25 cents per plate, there were 115 
people present. Industrial conditions in Richmond have been 
quiet for the past two years and of late there has been con- 
siderable unemployment but everything points to better 
times in the future. In spite of adverse conditions the Church 
has more than held its own, thanks to the fine leadership of 
the Rev. H. I. Oberholzer and his loyal band of workers. 
The vicarage is located at 1419 Bissell street, Richmond. As 
you enter you are conscious of an atmosphere of love that 
pervades the household. The vicar and his wife have one 
lovely little daughter, Ann. In adidtion, Mr. Oberholtzer’s 
mother lives with them and every member of the family 
makes a real contribution to the life of the Church. 


The Archdeacon recently spent three delightful days with 
the Rev. Charles L. Thackeray of Paso Robles. Visits were 
made to Annette, Atascadero, Templeton, Parkfield and Paso 
Robles. At Anneite, forty miles east of Paso Robles, we have 
a small community of about thirty-five people whose liveli- 
hood comes from grain and cattle raising. Our Church is 
the only religious organization at work and the people are 
deeply appreciative of the labors of Mr. Thackeray, who 
gives himself unstintingly to their welfare. We have a Sun- 
day School of twenty-five children, under the efficient lead- 
ership of Mrs. Grace Still Whallin, formerly a communicant 
of Trinity, San Jose. At Atascadero we have been offered 
almost an acre of land in a strategic location, one block 


from the main highway and not far from the Union High 
School. In addition, we have been promised $1000 toward 
erection of a church building.

A Summary of Cathedral Progress in 1929 


n 1863 Grace Cathedral was but an 
| unofficial name temporarily affixed 
to a parish church. In 1906 it was little 
more than a legal entity and a plan. 
Today, as the mother church of the 
Diocese of California, Grace Cathedral 
is a living fact and as an outstanding 
symbol of things unseen is well along 
the road to reality. The cathedral idea 
that was first voiced by Bishop Kip 
and later crystallized by Bishop Nich- 
ols is nearer to fulfillment than ever 
before. 

Looking back over the history of the 
cathedral one notes significant years, 
such as the year the site was so gener- 
ously given, the year construction was 
started on the crypt and the year the 
present effort to complete the cathe- 
dral was inaugurated. Historians will 
do well to write in large letters the 
record of these earlier days. It takes 
vision now to see and understand the 
cathedral as it will be. How much 
more it must have taken in the begin- 
ning! 

The year 1929 has likewise been a 
significant one for the cathedral, for 
several reasons. For one thing, gifts 
amounting to more than $300,000 have 
been added to the cathedral building 
fund since January 1. This shows that 
the project has the invaluable asset of 
momentum. Then, too, the Chapel of 
Grace and the baptistery have grown 
from bare foundations to a point of 
near completion. Excavation has been 
completed and work is going ahead on 
the choir, crossing and transepts. 


Most important of all, however, is 
the unheralded achievement of the lit- 
tle group of able men who compose 
the executive sub-committee of the 
building committee. In co-operation 
with the architect and contractor they 
have worked out a practical, efficient 
program of construction. Detailed 
plans and specifications have been 
studied and approved. Problems of de- 
sign and materials have been solved. 
Nothing has been left to chance. Com- 
mon sense methods have prevailed and 
the building program is today on a 


firm basis, with no reason for anything — 


but optimism about the future. 


The cathedral is fortunate to have 
the services of the men who make up 
this committee. One of them is a 
clergyman who, though modestly dis- 
claiming any knowledge of construc- 
tion matters, is possessed of a level 
head and clear mind. One is an engi- 
neer, who annually directs expendi- 
ture of millions of dollars in the con- 
struction program of a great public 
service company. Another is likewise 
an engineer of long experience. The 
fourth member of the group is a promi- 


nent business man, president of two . 


successful companies and, from the 
standpoint of the builder, thoroughly 


informed on the practical problems of 
construction. They meet every Thurs- 
day afternoon in a downtown office 
and they are getting things accom- 
plished. 


The news that the choir, crossing 
and both transepts can be erected 
with funds now available is the best 
that has come from this committee in 
recent days. Pouring of concrete for 
the footings of the choir has already 
started and the year 1930 will see a 
large part of the west half of the cathe- 
dral erected. From a year and a half 
to two years will be required for com- 
pletion of this unit, it is estimated. The 


‘ 


size of the undertaking becomes ap- 
parent when it is realized that the 
choir and crossing will extend 144 feet 
from, Jones street to the west end of 
the crypt and that the width at the 
transepts will be 150 feet. In height the 
structure will rise as high again as the 
Chapel of Grace, or 128 feet above the 
level of California street. 


When the present building program 
is completed there will be enough 
space under roof to enable services to 
be held in the new portion. Until then 
it is expected that use of the crypt will 
be continued without interruption. To 
allow work to go ahead on the crossing 
it has been necessary to move the altar 
nearer the congregation, thereby short- 
ening the choir somewhat but for all 
practical purposes the crypt’s useful- 
ness is unimpaired. 


An interesting sidelight on the build- 
ing program is that it includes the 
memorials to both Bishop Nichols and 
Bishop Kip. The choir and crossing 
constitute the Bishop Nichols memo- 
rial and the south transept is to be the 
Bishop Kip memorial. There will be 
other individual memorials within 
these larger units but in their entirety 
they will honor the men who played 
such an important part in establishing 
and building up the Church in Califor- 
nia. 


The Chapel of Grace will be com- 
pleted in the first part of the coming 
year and it is already revealing 
glimpses of the beauty that is to be. 


Work on the exterior was finished 
with the laying of the lead roof and 
decoration of the interior is proceed- 
ing as rapidly as possible. The bap- 
tistery is likewise nearing completion. 
The Indiana limestone trim of the 
south wall is all in place and the next 
step will be installation of the Gusta- 
vino tile vaulting. Beautiful iron grill- 
work will separate the chapel from the 
baptistery. Entrance to the chapel and 
baptistery will be by way of the south 
transept when that is completed. Until 
then some temporary means of access 
will be provided. 


There have been events of sig- 
nificance in the life of the cathedral, 
too. One was the visit of the Lord 
Bishop of Winchester in October, 
which drew a notable congregation 
to the cathedral and_= graphically 
demonstrated the need for the addi- 
tional seating space that will be avail- 
able in the completed edifice. Then 
there was the visit of the Most Rev. 
Adam U. de Pencier, Archbishop and 
Primate of British Columbia. The 
vesper service at which the children of 
the Diocese presented their gifts to the 
cathedral is also to be remembered, as 
is the visit of the boys of the Young 
Australian League. 


It is likewise interesting to note the 
succession of bishops of the Church in 


4#the United States who preached in the 


cathedral—Bishop Parsons, Bishop Mc- 
Kim, Bishop Binstead, Bishop Johnson, 
Bishop Rowe, Bishop Mitchell, Bishop 
Huston, Bishop Jenkins, Bishop Fox, 
Bishop Sumner, Bishop Ingley, Bishop 
Moreland, Bishop Barnwell, Bishop 
Stevens and Bishop Sanford. Seldom 
has a cathedral been host to such a 
distinguished array of preachers. 


The summary of the year would not 
be complete without a word of tribute, 
inadequate as it may be, to the mem- 
ory of Mrs. Monteagle. Only those clos- 
est to the cathedral project can ever 
know just how much she contributed 
to the completion program. Her con- 
tagious enthusiasm and remarkable 
vigor were of inestimable value at a 
time when these qualities were most 
needed and many a momentarily dis- 
couraged worker gained new inspira- 
tion from contact with her. “A great 
cathedral must be built first 
in the hearts of the people,” and Mrs. 
Monteagle will always be remembered 
as one who did much to build Grace 
Cathedral in the hearts of the many 
who came in contact with her. 


It has been a year of progress and 
encouragement, a year which closes on 
a note of optimism for the future. 
Grace Cathedral will be built. There is 
no doubt of that. And there are those 
who cherish the hope that the work 
now under may may never be stopped 
until the great structure is complete. It 
is a hope that is not without reason.

The Pacific Churchman 


From a Sermon by the Very Rev. J. Wilmer 
Gresham, D. D., Grace Cathedral 


“Gather up the fragments that remain, that nothing be 
lost.”—St. John, 6:12. 

This is Christ’s statement of the law of conservation. The 
feeding of the multitude is followed by an injunction against 
waste. It suggests the fine balance that runs through the 
teaching of the Master. On the one hand he exhibits the most 
lavish hospitality. On the other he insists upon the utmost 
thrift or conservation. “Gather up the fragments that re- 
main, that nothing be lost.” 

You will note here that one of the most interesting features 
of our modern manufacturing processes is the accumulation 
of material left over from the main article produced. In 
earlier times this was thrown away as waste. By the appli- 
cation of scientific methods this so-called waste is now 
turned to profit. The once despised and discarded refuse is 
made to yield by-products which become the chief element 
of manufacture. 

This principle is applicable not only industrially but so- 
cially and in religion, as we shall see. Indeed, it has been 
suggested that man himself may be a mere by-product of 
the cosmic process. 

May not the Great Producer be working out through us an 
infinite number of other results known only to Himself? 
With Him is no waste. “Every thrill of human emotion, 
every and pang that seemed so fruitless, are being wrought 
up by the invisible, cosmic chemistry into finished products 
of measureless value. 

An artist. at odd hours, took the wasted pieces of glass. 
Out of them he constructed one of the most magnificent win- 
dows that ever adorned a cathedral. What may not the Di- 
vine Artist do with human nature? The gold sweepings in 
the United States mints amount yearly to thousands of dol- 
lars. What may not the human sweepings yield in the hand 
of God? 

The man who would get the most of his life must take 
care of by-products. The side-results of a man’s life, its 
amusements, its trivialities, have an intimate and unbreak- 
able connection with the main thing in him. 

And so in our social system we are beginning to realize 
that certain leading products may be obtained from the 
social waste. We no longer think of the bodies and minds of 
men as swelling the rubbish heap. We treat them scientifical- 
ly. If brilliant colors can be extracted from the refuse of coal 
gas, just as brilliant human colors can be drawn from so- 
called wasted lives. 

Our prisons, our police courts, our criminal law are be- 
ginning to recognize this prinaiple of conservation. The 
human waste product of today will be one of the brightest 
assets of the humanity of the future. The social order itself 
will “gather up the fragments, that nothing be lost.”

In recognition of the important part which Social Service 
has come to play in the life of the Church, the program of 
the quarterly meeting of the Diocesan Branch of the 
Woman’s Auxiliary on Monday, September 18, was devoted 
to hearing something of what is being done in San Fran- 
cisco. After a brief business meeting Mrs. Harry M. Sherman, 
president, asked the Rev. George H. B. Wright, diocesan 
chairman of the Social Service Department, to take charge of 
the program, the other speakers being Miss Alice Griffith of 
the board of directors of the Community Chest and the Tele- 
graph Hill Neighborhood Association and the Rev. Henry 
Oehlhoff of the Canon Kip Memorial House. 

Mr. Wright said that Social Service, in the first instance, 
grew from the spirit of Christianity as exemplified and 
taught by the Church; then, as it spread through the world. 
the Church made it specifically and efficiently a part of its 
activities and since then much of it has developed directly 
from the Church. Father Lathrop, now head of the Social 
Service Department of the entire Episcopal Church, was 
quoted by Mr. Wright as saying that social service work 
would be necessary as long as any child of God has need of 
it and that it must work out from the Church as well as 
within it. It is not the plan that the department shall do all 
the work within the confines of the Church but that it shall 
be a center of ideas, that the ideal of social service be kept 
before Church people for practical demonstration and that 
they must be aroused to an awareness of its necessity. The 
faith is growing that a spiritual motive is necessary for the 
best form of social service and the Church needs to grow in 
knowledge and interest. In introducing Miss Griffith, Mr. 
Wright expressed his pride that in so many different social 
organizations Church people are taking a leading part. 

Miss Griffith said that in the Community Chest work much 
inspiration came from seeing all faiths gathered together 
with the underlying spirit of service as the connecting link. 
She spoke of her joy in what is being accomplished by the 
various Church agencies and said that she was asked often 
why there were so many Episcopal organizations included

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in the Community Chest. The reply to this is that they are 
all doing community work and not turning their energies to 
parochial activities alone. Among the best of these are cited 
the Good Samaritan Mission and the Canon Kip Memorial 
House. 


Mr. Oehlhoff was the next speaker and told of the grow- 
ing conviction, after fifteen years of social service work, that 
it is the ideal to be striven for and that the criticisms of such 
activities come generally through the failure of workers 
rather than through any inherent fault of the plan itself. He 
declared that the work among people of different national- 
ities and faiths of any social organization of the Church 


. must be away from the Church building itself for the best 


results. This was discovered by Father Turner of the Good 
Samaritan Mission, to whose work the speaker paid the 
highest tribute and whom he termed “heroic” and from that 
discovery came the establishment of the Good Samaritan 
Community House, which stands as an example of how the 
Church may rise to community work, irrespective of creeds 
or faiths among those benefited. It is reaching out far beyond 
the actual church group. The Canon Kip Community House, 
he explained, had been started with the same idea and meets 
all situations. This work is done with no movement toward 
proselytizing; it is simply for the bettering of conditions of 
all those in need of any sort. Mr. Oehlhoff gave highest com- 
mendation to the Community Chest for the burden of mainte- 
nance which it had taken from the shoulders of the various 
agencies. The Chest not only gets the money but sees that it 
is properly spent, as it is budgeted by experts. He explained 
the great need for volunteers and made a plea for assistance 
at the Canon Kip Community House. There are three depart- 
ments there—the day nursery, for the children of working 
mothers; the recreation work, and the clinic, which inc'udes 
a dental clinic and an evening clinic for the benefit of 
women suffering from any disease or injury, which is the 
only one of its kind in San Francisco. 

At the business meeting of the Auxiliary it was announced 
that the branch at St. James Church, San Francisco, had been 
revived. 

Mrs. Sherman said she had been asked to go to Burlingame, 
where a Guild Auxiliary was soon to be established. She 
spoke most enthusiastically of the “B” Branch, the third 
parish branch now existing at Trinity Church, composed 
largely of younger women who are devoting their energies 
especially to educational work. 

Mrs. Lance, educational secretary, said the plans of her 
department would be announced soon. She had received a 
plea from Nevada for copies of “Beyond the City Limits” 
and would be glad to receive books for the neighboring 
Diocese. 

Mrs. Sherman stated the collection, amounting to $17.40, 
wuold be for the Bishop’s Auxiliary Fund—to be devoted to 
the salary fund for Deaconess Thayer of Salinas Valley. 

Mrs. von Holt, past president of the Auxiliary in Hono- 
lulu, was present and spoke of her interest in the work. 

The following report was received from Mrs. H. C. Camp- 
bell, director of Prayer Partnership Plan of the Auxiliary: 
“Since my last report I have received letters from seven of 
our partners. One writes: ‘I am confident that I have re- 
ceived the strength to carry on through prayers of devoted 
Christian women and I truly thank God for this blessing.’ 
Another that, ‘I am grateful indeed for the prayers of my 
prayer partners;’ and yet another, ‘You must know that | 
appreciate deeply the interest in my work, knowing that my 
part of the work is only the visible expression of your and 
others’ prayers and the fulfilment of God’s will at work in 
the hearts of His people—at home to give and here to re- 
ceive and grow.’ Knowing as we all do how the Church af 
home is failing in its support of the work for the advance- 
ment of His Kingdom here on earth, I want to quote from 
another letter: ‘Another heartbreaking thing is that because 
the sum regularly contributed at home was insufficient to 
keep on with the appropriations as they were, the money 
for all their stations has been cut 10 per cent, so now this 
worth-while little station is getting less to go on when it 
could so well use more. If I hadn’t learned to love the work 
her so much it would be easier but no one can live here 
even a few months and not realize what the cut means and 
he gravely concerned over it. I hardly see how the perma- 
nent workers can stand it. It is so peaceful here and all the 
effort seems to count for its fullest that one can not help but

feel sad.’ Our Prayer Partnership Plan, as I understand if, 
is a definite part of the Church’s lay missionary work.

Let us not be content in 
our parish life to have: the leader, our rector, solely re- 
sponsible for church attendance, for the vitality of parish 
life. Let us rise to our opportunities and try to be ‘mes- 
sengers of grace’—‘Portals through which He Himself can 
enter into His Kingdom.’ Let us pray for ourselves; let us 
confess and pray: ‘Father, we have served Thee but not 
enough. We have worshipped Thee bat with divided hearts. 
We have sought Thee but too timidly. Grant us now to give 
our deepest devotion always to Thee.’ And for our partners 
—_Deaconesses Todd, Thayer and Clark, the Rev. John W. 
Nichols, the Misses Mary Dawson, Louise Schleicher, Edna 
Murray, Hilda and Margaret van Deerlin, Leonora Jones and 
Olive Meacham: ‘O most gracious God, Who hast given to 
these, Thy servants, a work to do in Thy name, grant to 
them that they may steadfastly and serenely show Thee forth 
in their lives and with their lips bear witness to the abun- 
dant joy of Thy fellowship and to the reality of the salvation 
which Thou dost offer.

But so concerned are we with our friends and the coming 
gaiety we are apt to disregard the little fellow and his pal 
on crutches whom he is helping along—two lads of tender 
vears, emanciated, pale and their countenances bespeaking 
want. They stare at the attractive windows and as we pass 
look at us eagerly, perhaps wondering if they are to have 
even an ordinary meal on this festive day let alone the gifts 
they long for and the clothing they need. 

Those are the ones Christmas is for. They will make our 
day a success. It requires little effort to pack a few goodies 
and toys, jump in your car and play Santa Claus for a while 
on Christmas eve. Santa is real, you know, and the kiddies 
await him regardless of circumstances, but for them to 
awaken on Christmas morn and find nothing in their little 
socks darkens their aspect of life. The anticipated joy is 
gone; they face reality.

The Constitutional Convention 

The date of November 3 marked an important step in the 
history of the Young People’s Fellowship in this Diocese. It 
was on that date a convention of delegates from fourteen of 
the chapters met and adopted a new constitution which be- 
comes effective June 1, 1930, and which embodies the prin- 
ciples set forth in the plan of reorganization as first pre- 
sented to the Young People’s Fellowship at the fall confer- 
ence. The preliminary work was done by a committee of ex- 
perienced members and advisors and with few changes the 
convention accepted the work of this committee. 

Portions of the old constitution were retained without 
change, the major revisions coming in Article IV and Article 
V, under the headings of “Organization and Administration” 
and “Duties of Officers.” The most salient points of interest 
in the new constitution are as follows: 

A diocesan council, composed of the president, vice-presi- 
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dent and a member at large from each Convocation. The dio- 
cesan officers for president, vice-president, secretary and § | 
treasurer will be chosen by this council from among them- | 
selves. | 

The work of the standing committees whose chairmen, 
under the old regime, were members of the council, will 
now come under the administration of the various convoca- 
tions. | 
The method of voting in elections is left entirely to the | 
convocations, since there will be no general diocesan elec- | 
tions. 

The diocesan advisory committee will consist of an ad- 
visor at large and the convocational advisors, all of whom | 
are to be appointed by the Bishop. |

A baby branch just organized in Trinity, Oakland, has 
three associates and five girls. It is a lusty infant and will 
soon grow large and strong. It is hoped some of the older 
branches may visit them and let them know how glad we 
are to welcome them into our friendly family. 


The Church and Youth 


Plans are being made for an institute on “Problems of the 
Church and Youth” to be held under the direction of St.

cloud of dust and the hard-boiled and horny-handed miners 
who would be our parishioners. As the days passed I made 
diligent inquiries as to our new home and at last found a 
man who had been there. ‘Caliente,’ he said, ‘is a nice little 
town. There are some trees and the people are friendly but 
the water is bad; you had best take a bottle of spirits of 
ammonia with you. It is terribly hot in summer and there is 
nothing green in sight except some cottonwoods.’ Thus forti- 
fied with knowledge we felt ready for anything! 


“Upon our arrival we find much that is unpleasant and 
much that is encouraging. If we stand on our hillside and 
look not across to the great hills which speak of the peace 
of God, but down over the roofs of the town, we see Main 
street with its row of gambling halls and open saloons— 
called by courtesy ‘pool halls.’ We see a house of prostitu- 
tion just five hundred feet (in open violation of the State 
law, so I am told) from the door of the new and modern 
school. We see hundreds of lonely and homeless miners and 
mechanics wandering the streets or going into the only 
places which offer them an open welcome, where a week’s 
wages are spent in an hour and where the little spark of 
God left in them is almost extinguished. And in other groups 
in the town there is much that is undesirable and petty, 
much that is not in accord with professions of civic and 
Christian loyalty. There have been many pleasant surprises 
but we find many tragedies as well. 


“Regular church services and a resident minister are a 
new thing to the people of this part of Nevada and there are 
only the faithful few who are really interested to the extent 
of active help. But our congregations have been satisfactory 
and there is an encouraging spirit of interest and co-opera- 
tion shown by the people of the community. In particular I 
am very much pleased by the friendly spirit of many of the 
miners and carpenters and mechanics who are, I feel, a very 
special part of my parish. They will not, in general, attend 
the regular services of the church but there are many ways 
in which we may extend a helping hand and try to convince 
them of our friendship and our sympathetic interest. 

“This is a strange and interesting community, a com- 
munity of great contrasts—a strange mixture of the old with 
the new and modern; a tragic mixture of prosperity and 
respectability with weakness and sin and degradation. We 
may succeed in producing few churchmen but I hope that 
we may at least bring a little of the spirit of the living Christ 
into two communities of perhaps a thousand people each 
where He is now litthe known or honored.” 


The Happiest Christmas 


From editorial in the Woman’s Home Companion 


Here, then, we stand on the eve of the happiest Christmas 
any people have ever known. As George Santayana has writ- 
ten: “The world is not respectable; it is mortal, tormented, 
confused, deluded forever; but it is shot through with 
beauty, with love, with glints of courage and laughter; and 
in these the spirit blooms timidly and struggles to the light 
among the thorns.”
